The  second  estimate  of  the  acreage  sown  to  cereals  and  flaxseed 
in  Argentina  in  1927  places  the  wheat  acreage  at  19,658,000,  oats  at 
3,158,000  acres,  "barley  at  1,154,000  acres,  rye  at  623,000  acres  and 
flaxseed  at  5,918,000  acres ,  according  to  a- cable  to  the' United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture  from •  the  International:  Institute  of  Agricul- 
ture at  Rome.     During  the  past  two^months  rainfall  has  Been  well  distrib- 
uted over  the  agricultural  region  .and  the  crops  are  in  ^ood  condition.

There  was  a  good  demand  for  English 
wool  and  prices  of  Australian  v/ool  showed  a  hardening  tendency.     The  .  ■ 
minimum  price  for  tops  54 's  average  was  about ' $1. 01  and  for  53' s  carded 
tops  about  $0. 73.    Yarn  prices  are  firm  But  there  is  no  new  business. 
The  demand  for  piece  goods  is  irregular.    Business  in  over. coatings  and 
faced  cloths  is  fair.

The  first  estimate  of  1S27  wheat  production  in  Yugoslavia,  received 
during  the  past  week,  is  61,896,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  13  per  cent 
below  1926,  according  to  Consul  L.  A.   Davis  at  Zagreb,     The  consul  states 
that  although ^the  crop  is  below  last  year,  the  quality  is  said  to  be  very 
good.     The /winder awhe at  crop  is  estimated  at  538,000  bushels.     Tn  1926  the 
total  wheat  crop  was  estimated  at  844,000  bushels  and  winter  wheat  at 
354,000  bushels.     The  total  Northern  Hemisphere  production  as  reported  by 
35  countries  is  3,086,079,000  bushels.     See  table  page  602. 


Canadian  weather 


A  warm  wave  spread  over  the  Prairie  Provinces  of  Canada  on  the  17th 
and  the  threshing,  which  had  been  delayed  by  rains  and  snowfalls,  was  re- 
sumed. 

European  conditions 

Reports  from  Russia  continue  to  indicate  that  factors  other  than 
smaller  crops  are  influencing  the  exports  of  grain  which  up  to  September 
22  had  amounted  to  only  about  one- twentieth  of  the  amount  exported  during 
the  same  period  last  year,  according  to  a  cabled  report  to  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture  from  Acting  Agricultural  Commissioner  L, 
V.   Steere  at  Berlin.     Among  the  factors  are  curtailed  foreign  credit,  a 
shortage  of  industrial  goods  and  .      some  uncertainty  as  to  the  winter 
crop  outlook  as  a  reault  of  the  continued  drought  in  south  Russia,  particular- 
ly the  Steppes  region,     The  government  is  reported  to  be  much  interested  in 
building  up  grain  reserves.     Cotton  procured  up  to  October  1  amounted  to 
145,700  bales  of  478  pounds  net  compared  with  122,700  bales  to  the  same 
date  last  year.    The  weather  over  Russia  for  the  week  ending  October  20 
continued  warm  with  only  light  rain  along  the  Caspian  Sea. 

The  German  Agricultural  Council  estimates  that  28  per  cent  of  the  winter 
wheat  crop  weighs  less  than  57  pounds  per  bushel,  43  per  cent  weighs  be- 
tween 57  and  59  pounds  per  bushel  and  29  per  cent  over  59  pounds  per  bushel.  ; 
Only  18  per  cent  of  the  spring  wheat  weighs  less  than  57  pounds  per  bushel, 
34  per  cent  v/eighs  between  57  and  59  pounds  per  bushel  and  48  per  cent  over 
59  pounds.      For  the  rye  crop  31  per  cent  weighs  less  than  53  pounds,  46  per S 
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cent  "between  53  and  55  pounds,  and  25  per  cent  over  55  pounds  per  bushel. 
The  Council  estimates  that  the  Prussian  farm  stocks  of  winter  wheat  on 
September  15  were  88  per  cent  of  the  total  crop  as  compared  with , 84  on  the 
same  date  last  year,  spring  wheat  95  per  cont  as  compared  with  92  per  cent 
last  year,  winter  rye  86  per  cent  as  compared  with  '34  per  cent  last  year, 
spring  barley  88  per  cent  as  compared  with  90  per  cent  last  year  and  oats 
96  per  cent  as  compared  with  94  per  cent  last  year. 

Southern  Hemisphere  conditions 

Moderately  warm  weather  accompanied  by  further  rains,  was  general  during 
the  week  over  the  wheat  zones  of ; Argentina,  according  to  reports  to  the  United 
States  Weather  Bureau.  '  Light  rains  fell  in  Western  Australia  and  light  to' 
moderate  rains  in  other  sections,  with  heavy  rains  in  southeast  Queensland 
and  in  northeast  New  South  Wales.     These  rains  are  probably  too  late  to  be 
of  great  benefit  to  the  wheat  crop  of  Mew  South  Wales,  ■

Movement  to  market 

Exports  of  wheat  and  flour  from  surplus  producing  countries  for  the 
v/eek  ending  October  15  were  nearly  1,500,000  bushels  greater  than  the  pre- 
vious week,  although  shipments  from  the  Southern  Hemisphere,  were  only 
about  half  as  large.     The  largest  increase  was  noted  in  Canadian  exports. 
The  Canadian  period  of  heavy  shipments  is  just  beginning  and  exports  for 
the  week  of  October  15  were  9 ,000 ,000 ■ bushels  against 5,000,000  bushels 
the  preceding  week.     Exports  from  the  United  States  during  the  week  were 
9,250,000  bushels  and  the  total  movement  for  the  sea'son  is  approaching 
that  of  last  season.     The  total  exports  from  July  1  through  October  15 
are  91,565,000  bushels  against  97,536,000  bushels  for  the  same  period  last 
year.     See  table,  page  608, 

United  States  wheat  prices 

The  weighted  average  cash  price  of  all  grades  and  classes  of  wheat 
at  the  five  principal  markets  for  the. week  ending  October  14  recovered 
from  the  slight  decline  of  the  week  before,  advancing  2  cents  to  $1.32. 
This  week  the  spring  wheats  contributed  tc  the  advance,  whereas  the  week 
before  it  was  the  winter  wheats.     No.,  1  dark  northern  spring  advanced  3 
cents  during  the  v/eek  ending  October  14  and  #2  amber  durum  advanced  4  cents. 
On  the  other  hand,  #2  hard  winter  dropped  1  cent  and  #2  soft  red  winter  2 
cents.     Since  October  14,  prices  of  winter  wheats  have  weakened  somewhat, 
but  #1  dark  northern  spring  has  shown  strength.     The  spread  between  the 
cash  closing  prices  at  Minneapolis  and  Winnipeg  widened  materially  during 
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the  week  as  the  week  before  the  cash  close  was  the  same  at  the  two  markets, 
whereas  the  spread  was  5  cents  for  the  week  ending  October  14.  This  change 
may  be  due  to  a  premium  on  #1  northern  spring  at  Winnipeg  since  much  of  the 
new  crop  Canadian  wheat  is  #2  and  #3  quality.

The  first  estimate  of  rye  production  in  Yugoslavia  places  the  crop 
at  6,041,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  19  per  cent  from  the  1926  crop.  The 
first  estimate  of  the  Estonian  crop  is  6,574,000,  an  increase  of  46  per 
cent  over  1926.     Total  production  as  reported  "by  24  countries,  including 
Yugoslavia,  is  892,459,000  bushels  against  779,964,'000  bushels  in  1926.  In 
that  year,  the  same  24  countries  produced  93,2  per  cent  of  the  estimated 
world  rye  crop  outside  of  Sussia  and  China.     See  table,  page  602. 

GOBI 

The  14  Northern  Hemisphere  countries  which  have  so  far  reported  their 
1927  corn  crops  show  a'  total  production  6f  3,060,000,000  bushels,  which 
is  7  per  cent  below  the  production  of  the  same  countries  last  year,  and 
also  below  the  production  of  1926  and  the  pre-war  average.     The  first  esti- 
mate of  the  Spanish  crop  is  24,762,000  bushels,  which  is  much  larger  than 
the  small  crop  of  last  year,  but  below  that  of  the  pre-war  average,  1924, 
or  1925.     During  the  last  few  weeks  the  earlier  estimate  for  Hungary  has 
been  revised  upward  slightly,  while  that  of  Yugoslavia  has-  been  revised 
downward  somewhat.     See  table  page  604. 

It  is  considered  certain  by  "The  Times  of  Argentina"  that  there  will  be 
a  considerably  increased  acreage  sown  to  corn  in  that  country  this  year,  and 
that  there  is  likely  to  be  very  little  carryover  of  corn  into  1928,  since  the 
high  prices  which  the  growers  are  receiving  cause  little  holding. 

Exports -from  Argentina  have  been  falling  off  somewhat  during  Octo- 
ber.    For  the  week  ending  October  15  the  export  of  4,600,000  bushels  is 
smaller  than  for  several  months.     "The  'Times  of  Argentina"  has  estimated 
that  the  average  export  for  October  will  not  be  much  more  than  5,000,000 
bushels  weekly  and  that  during  November  the  exports  will  not  average  much 
more  than  3,000,000  bushels.    The  -Buenos  Aires  prices  have  reamined  very 
firm,  being  quoted  for  November  delivery  at  almost  78  cents  from  October 
13  to  18.     Owing  to  the  decline  in  United  States  corn  prices  for  this  same 
period,  however,  the  spread  between  the  Argentine  and  United  States  corn 
prices,  which  the  preceding  week  had  been  more  than  17  cents,  has  been 
reduced  to  around  3  cents.     No.  3  yellow  at  Chicago  having  fallen  from 
89.3  to  84.7  cents  a  bushel.     During  the  last  week  the  first  damaging  frosts 
occurred  in  the  United  States,  but  in  the  sections  where  the  frost  was 
heaviest,  such  as  Iowa  and  Illinois,  the  bulk  of  the  crop  was  already  out  of 
danger. 

BASIEY 

The  situation  in  regard  to  barley  production  has  not  changed  much 
during  the  past  week,  the  35  Northern  Hemisphere  countries  now  reported 
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showing  a  6.5  per  cent  increase  over  last  year's  production,  cr  1,239,000,000 
bushels  compared  with  1,163,000,000  "bushels.     Last  year  they  accounted  for 
80  per  cent  of  the  estimated  world  total  excluding  Russia  and  China.  The 
1927  production  is  less  than  0.2  per  cent  below  that  of  1925.     The  first 
estimate  of  the  Yugoslavian  crop  indicates  a  production  of  about  14,500,000 
bushels,  which  is  considerably  below  the  pre-war  average,  and  almost  16  per 
cent  below  that  of  last  year.     The  first  estimate  of  the  Estonian  crop 
stands  at  only  4,300,000  bushels,  about  70  per  cent  of  that  of  the  pre-war 
average  and  last  year's  production,  and  well  below  that  of  1925  and  1924. 
See  table,  page  603, 

Exports  of  barley  from  the  United  States  for  the  week  ending  October 
15  were  the  smallest  of  any  week  since  August.  For  the  whole  season,  how-  . 
ever,  the  exports  have  averaged  nearly  two  and  a  half  times  as  large  as  last 
year.  Exports  of  barley  from  Russia  through  the  Bosporus  have  been  increas- 
ing during  the  last  few  weeks,  amounting  to  28,000  bushels  for  the  week  end- 
ing September  23;  150,000  bushels  for  the  week  of  September  30  and  363,000 
bushels  for  the  week  ending  October  7. 

OATS 

The  29  -Northern  Hemisphere  countries  so  far  reporting  1927  production 
show  a  crop  of  3,432,800,000  bushels,  which  is  slightly  above  the  pre-war 
average  and  above  that  of  last  year,  but  a  little  below  the  1925  production. 
The  first  estimate  for  Yugoslavia,  however,  indicates  a  production  of  only 
21,100,000  bushels,  which  is  more  than  14  per  cent  below  that  of  last  year 
and  less  than  two- thirds  of  the  pre-war  average.     In  1926,  .-those  29  countries 
accounted  for  91.7  per  cent  of  the  estimated  world  oats  crop  aside  from 
Russia  and  China.     During  the  week  ending  October  15  only  63,000  bushels 
of  oats  were  exported  from  the  United  States.     For  the  season  since  July  1, 
however,  the  oats  exports  have  averaged  about  35  per  cent  above  those  of 
last  year.     See  table,  page  603. 


COTTON 

The  area  planted  to  cotton  in  India  up  to  October  1  of  this  year  is 
estimated  at  20,592,000  acres  compared  with  22,143>000  acres  planted  to 
the  same  date  last  year,  according  to  a  cable  received  by  the  Department 
rf  Agriculture  from  the  Indian  Department  of  Statistics  at  Calcutta.  The 
revised  estimate  of  total  area  planted  to  cotton  in  India  last  season  was 
24,976,000  acr^s.     During  the  last  fifteen  years  the  estimate  of  area 
planted  up  to  October  1  has  averaged  83.3  per  cent  of  the  final  estimate 
and  the  range  has  been f rom  75.2  per  cent  to  91.4  per  cent  of  the  final 
estimate.     Planting  is  still  continuing  in  India  and  a  complete  report  of 
total  acreage  planted  this  season  will  not  be  issued  until  around  February 
15.  . 
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Crop  conditions  in  the  Pan^ab,  India,  are  good  to  average  on  irri- 
gated soil  and  below  average  to  average  on  unirrigated  areas,  according 
to  cabled  information  received  by  the  United  States  Weather  Bureau  for  the 
week  ended  October  17.     There  have  been  light  to  moderate  rains  in  the 
Punjab  but-more  is  needed.     In  Bombay  excessive  rains  and  pests  caused 
some  damage  in  parts,  but  general  crop  conditions  were  reported  to  be  good. 
Crops  were  in  good  condition  in  Central  Provinces.     Madras  crops  are  in 
fair  to  good  condition. 

Indications  are  that  the  1927  cotton  crop  in  Shantung  Province, 
China,  will  be  about  70  per  cent  of  normal,  according  to  a  report  received 
from  Consul  Dorsey  stationed  at  Tsingtao,  China.     Growing  conditions  have 
been  favorable  and  the  quality  is  reported  good,  but  acreage  was  curtailed 
on  account  of  military  activities  and  other  disorders.     It  is  estimated 
that  the  yield  this  season  in  Shantung  will  be  about  126,000  bales  of  478 
pounds  net  compared  with  114,000  bales  in  1926  and  206,000  bales  in  1925. 
Cotton  production  for  all  China  last  3rear  was  reported  at  1,584,000  bales 
and  in  1925,  2,114,000  bales. 

The  area  planted  to  cotton  in  Argentina  for  this  season  is  173,000 
acres,  according  to  a  report  received  from  Consul  Harnden,  Eosario,  Argen- 
tina.    Last  year's  cotton  area  was  177,000  acres  and  for  1925-26,  272,000 
acres.     Planting  was  late  this  year  owing  to  drought.     Some  insect  damage 
is  reported  but  it  is  said  to  be  slight.     The  cotton  crop  for  this  season 
in  the  Chaco  district  is  estimated  at  53,000  bales  of  478  pounds  net,  and 
in  Corrientes  4,000  bales,     last  year  the  Chaco  district  produced  54,000 
bales  and  Corrientes  4,000  bales.     The  total  cotton  production  in  Argentina 
last  year  was  60,000  bales  of  478  pounds  net. 


SUGAR 

Present  conditions  indicate  a  record  sugar  crop  in  Trinidad  for  the 
coming  sugar  season,  according  to  a  report  from  Vice  Consul  A.  L.  Bemorest 
at  Trinidad.     Owing  tovvery  favorable  growing  conditions  during  the  first 
6  months  of  the  year,  the  young  plant  cane  throughout  the  island  is  in  a 
splendid  condition. 


PLAXS3EB 

The  October  estimate  of  the  flaxseed  crop  of  the  United  States  is 
24,270,000  bushels  or  335,000  bushels  above  the  September  estimate.  This 
brings  the  production  for.  Worth  America  for  the  present  season  to  29,428,000 
bushels  or  19.9  per  cent  above  last  year.     The  estimate  for  Canada  remains 
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the  same  namely  5,158,000  bushels  compared  with  last  year's  crop  of 
5,948,000  bushels.     The  condition  of  the  Canadian  crop  at  the  time  of  har- 
vest as  a  percentage  of  the  10  year  average  vas  94  compared  with  a  condition 
of  93  at  the  same  time  last  year. 

The  total  area  for  19  countries  so  far  reported  is  below  that  of  last 
year*     The  revised  estimate  of  area  for  Argentina  is  6,820,000  acres  or  2.2 
per  cent  above  that  of  last  year.'     weather  in  Argentina  continues  favorable, 
being  moderately  -arm  with  substantial  rains  in  the  ; northern  grain  districts. 
The  area  sown  to  flax  this  year  in  the  European  part  of  Eussia  is  about  2 
per  cent  below  that  of  last  year,  according-  to  preliminary  data  received  by 
the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture.    'The  condition  of  flax  the  latter 
part  of  August  was  average  or  fairly'  good  in  most  of  the  provinces  where  flax 
is  gro^n  principally  for  the  fiber.     The  first  estimate  of  area  for  India  is 
not  expected  until  January,  1928.     See  tables,  pages  S05  -  SOS.

FORK  SUPPLIES:     German  domestic  hog  receipts  and 
slaughter  for  September  7/ere  under  August  figures,  but  in  both  cases  they 
were  nearly  100,000  head  above  1926,  according  to  preliminary  advices 
cabled  to  the  Eureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  by  L.  V.  Steere,  acting 
American  agricultural  commissioner  at  Berlin.     Receipts  at  14  markets  reached

RECORD  KILL  0?  LAMBS  IN  NEW  ZEALAND  DURING  1925-27  SEASON:  There 
was  a  record  kill  of  Iambs  in  New  Zealand  during  the  1926-27  season,  accord-: 
ing  to  a  report  of  the  Chairman  of  the  New  Zealand  Meat  producers  Board, 
furnished  by  Consul  General  Lowrie.     The  number  killed  reached  5,380,000 
compared  with  5,000,000  the  previous  year  and  4,750,000  the  year  before 
that.     The  season  was  fairly  satisfactory  from  the  climatic  point  of  view, 
conditions  being  generally  favorable  for  fattening.    Efforts  are  being  made 
also  to  build  up  the  pork  industry.    This  coming  season  pork  carcasses  will 
be  graded  in  two  general  classes;  80  to  100  pounds  and  from  100  to  120 
pounds. 


DAIRY  PRODUCTS 


FOREIGN  BUTTER  PRICES  L0V»3R:     Quotations  on. butter  in  the  principal 
European  markets  on  October  20  were  generally  lower  than  a  week  earlier  by 
about  the  equivalent  of  ;?  cent  a  pound.     This,  together  with  a  rise  of  a 
similar  amount  in  domestic  prices,  resulted  in  a.  substantial  widening  of  the 
margin  between  foreign  and  domestic  butter  prices.    The  Copenhagen  official 
quotation  on  October  20  was  equivalent  to  38.9  cents  against  48.5  cents  on 
92  score  in  New  York.     Best  New  Zealand  in  London  is  also  below  New  York  by 
about  the  same  margin.     The  London  market  is  reported  as  slow.    Prices  gen- 
erally in  the  foreign  markets  are  well  above  those  of  a  year  ago.     See  page 
S09. 

FEDERAL.  AID  FOR  S:,7ISc  DAIRYING:     The  federal  government  of  Switzerland 
has  authorized  expenditures  not  to  exceed  1,000,000  francs  ($200,000)  annu- 
ally until  1929  to  assist  the  Swiss  dairy  industry,  according  to  a  report  of 
September  23,  1927  from  Consul  General  G.  Bie  Ravndal,  Zurich,  Switzerland, 
The  subsidy  will  bo  applied  to  assisting  particularly  the  butter  production 
and  a  part  will  probably  be  used  to  cover  eventual  deficits  resulting  from 
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the  guaranteed  "butter  prices.     Domestic  butter  production  has  recently  in- 
creased, while  importation  has  fallen  off,  a  development  attributed  in  part 
to  over-production  of  cheese  which  is  meeting  increasingly  keen  competition 
fro:;)  countries  -  notably.  Finland  and  the  United  States  -  that  are  capable 
of  producing  the  S^iss  types.     With  cheese-making  for  export  now  relatively 
less  profitable  than  in  earlier  years,  more  attention  is  being  directed  to 
the  butter  industry  which  has  been  a  comparatively  neglected  branch  of  the 
Swiss  dairy  industry.

FRUIT,     VEGETABLES    AND  NUTS 


THE  BRITISH  APPLE  MARKET:     Prices  received  for  American  apples  at 
the  Liverpool  auction  on  Tednosday,  October  18,   showed  a  considerable  de- 
cline compared  with  the  prices  paid  a  week  earlier,  according  to  quotations 
cabled  to  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  by  Mr.  Edwin  Smith,  the  De- 
partment's  fruit  specialist  in  Europe.    'Supplies  of  both  United  States 
boxed  and  barreled  stock  were  only  moderate,  but  much  of  the  fruit  was 
overripe  and  with  only  a  small  amount  of  vitality.    The  recent  shipments 
of  Pacific  Northwest  Jonathans  in  common  storage  are  arriving  overripe  and 
with  a  slight  amount  of  decay.     Many  Nova  Scotian  barreled  apples  are  no-.*/ 
beginning  to  arrive  on  the  British  markets,  states  Mr.  Smith.     '.Thile  the 
Liverpool  aenle  market  shows  a  decline,  the  Copenhagen  market  is  stronger. 
Many  of  the  United  States- barreled  varieties  during  the  past  reek  showed 
a  large  amount  of  slacks,   states  Mr.  Smith.     See  Foreign  Service  release

Italian  situation  is  still  unfavorable  but  there  skirls  to  be  a-  growing 
belief  that  the  depression  in  those  countries  has  redched  its  peak  and  th-->t 
the  coming  months  will  sec  a.  gradual  i-nox-ovcni-nt 
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United  Kingdom 

•Tith  the  exception  of  the  coal  trade,  which  continues  in  a  very  un- 
satisfactory position,  British  industry  showed  improvement  during  September 
and  a  decidedly  more  optimistic  tone  now  prevails,  according  to  reports  re- 
ceived through  the  Department  of  Commerce.     The  coal  trade  is  failing  to 
expand  as  v,as  anticipated  and  a  larger  volume  of  orders  is  "badly  needed. 
The  present  volume  of  "business  does  not  permit  of  employment  at  anywhere 
near  capacity.     The  reduced  purchasing  power  in  the  cod  mining  areas  will 
undoubtedly  affect  the  market  in  these  regions  for  certain  American  agri- 
cultural products,  particularly  fruit.     Fluctuations  in  raw  cotton  prices 
have  hampered  the  Lancashire  trade  and  the  industry  remains  in  an  unsatis- 
factory condition.     Some  improvement  has  been  noted  recently,  however,  in 
the  inquiry  for  cotton  piece  goods.    Business  in  wool  tops  and  yarn  at 
Bradford  continues  difficult  due  to  the  resistance  of  users  to  the  rising 
tendency  in  prices.    While  there  was  some  improvement  early  in  October  in 
the  yarn  trade,  demand  was . insufficient  to  keep  mills  running  full  time. 
The  prices  paid  for  American  apples  on  the  Liverpool  auctions  showed  im- 
provement during  the  first  two  weeks  of  October  over  those  of  September, 
but  some  decline  was  registered  in  the  auction  of  October  19.     On  the 
latter  date  supplies  of  American  apples  were  rather  light  but  much  of  the 
fruit  was  in  poor  condition.    A  tendency  toward  loner  bacon  prices  at 
Liverpool  is  noted  for  the  past  four  weeks,  following  the  upward  movement 
of  August  and  early  September.    Bacon  imports  continue  well  above  last  year. 
Hog  receipts  in  both  England  and  Ireland  are  higher  than  last  month  or  a 
year  ago. 

Germahv 


Industrial  production  and  the  sale  and  movement  of  goods  continued 
in  heavy  volume  in  Germany  during  September,  according  to  Acting  Agricultural 
Commissioner  St e ere  at  Berlin.    An  important  recent  development  in  the  German 
situation  was  the  action  of  the  Reich sbank  in  raising  the  discount  rate  to  7 
per  cent.     The  higher  rates  will  undoubtedly  tend  to  act  as  a  check  on  busi- 
ness.    It  is  hoped  that,  through  the  help  of  foreign  loans  which  are  entering 
the  country  in  large  volume  and  by  the  slowing  vx>  of  certain  lines  of  obvious- 
ly over-extended  industry,  a  crisis  in  business  can  be  avoided.  Business 
continues  good  in  Germany's  basic  industries^    7iw  iron  production  reached  a 
record  figure  in  September  and  the  volume  of  orders  is  satisfactory.  The 
coal  business  is  characterized  by  well  sustained  domestic  demand.  Record 
carloadings  during  recent  weeks  give  further  evidence  of  the  high  level  of 
business  activity.    An  early  settlement  of  a  recent  strike  of  coal  miners  is 
anticipated,  possibly  without  arbitration.     Continued  imrovenent  in  the  em- 
ployment situation  during  September  may  be  attributed  partly  to  the  delayed 
harvest,  but  also  rests  upon  a  -ell  maintained  industrial  and  construction 
'demand  for  labor.    A  seasonal  recession  in  employment  will  doubtless  occur 
soon  but  there  seems  no  question  but  th?t  the  employment  Situation  this 
winter  will  be  much  improved  over  that  of  last  year.     The  improvement  m

employment,  together  with  numerous  wage  increases  already  granted  and  im- 
pending, point  to  an  increase  in  purchasing  power  which -will  probably  react 
favorably  upon  the  demand  for  such  American  agricultural  products  as  Ger- 
many imports.     German  cotton  spinning  mills  continue  to  operate  at  close  to 
capacity  and  autumn  has  brought  a  revival  of  orders,  which  declined  some- 
what during  the  late  spring  and  summer.     German  tobacco  markets  showed 
slightly  more  animation. during.  September  and  prices  of  both  foreign  and 
domestic  tobacco  continued  firm.     The  heavy  supplies  of  continental  apples 
on  the  German  markets  so  far  this  season  have  greatly  limited  the  outlet  in 
that  country  for  American  apples,,  but  with  the  gradual  disappearance  •  of 
these  supplies  it  is  expected  that  the  demand  for  American  apples  during  - 
the  late  fall  and  winter  will  be  good.    Large  supplies  of  hogs  continued  to 
have  a  depressing  effect  on  prices,  which  have  been  declining  for  the  past 
five  weeks.     Lard  prices  have  strengthened,  however,  and  lard  imports  into 
Germany  for  September  exceeded  August  takings. 

Prance 

September  brought  very  little  change  in  the  depression  prevailing 
in  Prance, .  Production  in  the  coal,   iron  and  steel  industries  remained 
large,  but  sales  conditions.,  both  domestic  and  foreign,  continued  unsatis- 
factory.    The  recent  Franco- German  commercial  treaty  offered. some  encour- 
agement to  the  Alsatian  section  of  the  Prench  cotton  industry  and  the  silk 
and  wool  industries  reported  better  business.-.   A  reduction  in  the  wheat 
import  -  requirements  of  Prance  during  the  current  season  is  indicated  by 
the  recent  official  forecast  of  wheat  production  at  more  than  20  per  cent 
above  last  year. 

Italy  .. 

Italian  reports  indicate  little  tangible  improvement  during  Sep- 
tember in  the  very  acute  depression  prevailing  there.  Outside  of  the  ar- 
tificial silk  industry,  which  has  been  active  throughout  the  depression, 
about  the  only  lines  reporting  even  a  small  improvement  were  cotton  and 
wool . textiles.     This  year's  crops,-  especially  in  southern  Italy,  have 
suffered  somewhat  from  drought.     Toward  the  end  of  September,  however, 
there  was  a  more  optimistic  note  in  evidence.     Progress  in  reducing  stocks, 
reductions  in  wages  and  lover  interest  rates  are  causing  manufacturers  to 
take  a  more  hopeful  view  of  prospects. 

?el-ium 

Belgian  reports  indicate  a  maintenance  of  fairly  satisfactory  busi- 
ness conditions  during  September,  although  the  coal,  iron  ana  steel  indus- 
tries were,  still  encountering  keen  foreign  competition  and  prices  were 
rather  weak.   Industrial    roduction  generally  is  going'  on  at  a  good  rate 
and  the  employment  situation  is  quite  good,  and  much  better  than  a  year  ago. 
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Netherlands 


Very  little  change  from  the  fairly  satisfactory  conditions  of  re- 
cent months  is  reported  from  the  Netherlands.     The  major  industries  other 
than  shipbuilding  are  mostly  well  engaged,  hut  the  latter  reports  unsatis- 
factory employment,     Good  demand  and  an  increasing  tendency  of  prices  were 
reported  from  the  Sumatra  and  Java  leaf  tobacco  auctions  in  the  Dutch 
market  during  September.     German  buyers  were  quite  active.     The  textiles 
factories  are  well  employed. 


Other  markets 

September  reports  from  Czechoslovakia  are  again  mostly  favorable. 
The  domestic  market  continued  to  show  a  brisk  demand  for  many  products 
and  the  development  of  the  export  trade  was  satisfactory.     General  econ- 
omic conditions  in  Austria  now  appear  more  satisfactory  than  for  some  time 
past.     Practically  every  industry  of  importance  reports  better  occupation 
or  improved  sales  during  August  and  September  and  t he  immediate  outlook  is 
consiered  satisfactory.    Little  change  in  the  Polish  market  occurred 
during  September.  Production  in  coal,   iron,   steel  and  textiles  industries 
remained  on  a  high  level.     The  crops  are  betcer  thai:  last  year,  which 
should  be  very  helpful  to  the  Polish  trade  balance.     Favorable  development 
of  the  economic  situati on ' n  Sweden  took  place  during  September.     Indus- - 
trial  activity  was  generally  satisfactory,  unemployment  low,  exports  of 
leading  products  large  and  the  stock  market  firm.     The  depression  con- 
tinues in  Denmark  but  some  signs  of  future  improvement  are  reported..  Con- 
sumers are  said  to  be  shewing  more  inclination  to  buy,  apparently  expecting 
no  further  price  reductions. 


AGRICULTURAL  BROADCASTING  IN  CZECHOSLOVAKIA 

Important  advance  in  the  use  of  radio  for  disseminating,  agricultural 
information  in  Czechoslovakia  have  been  made  since  early  in  1926,  according 
to  official  advices  forwarded  by  L.  V.  Steer©-,  acting  agricultural  commis- 
sioner at  Berlin.     It  is  estimated  that  at  present  about  250,000  people  are 
making  use  of  the  service  provided  by  the  orgs ni "ion  "Czechoslovak  Agri- 
cultural Broadcasting".     Por  the  period  January  1926  tc  June  1927.  that 
organization  gave  out  11,237  communications,  comprising  meteorological  re- 
ports, economic  notes,  stock  exchange  bul?.etins,  professional  discourses 
and  popular  lectures. 

"Czechoslovak  Agricultural  Broadcasting"  is  managed  by  a  directorate _ 
which  includes  representatives  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,   the  leading- 
farmer's  organizations  and  tie  agricultural  press.     By  arrangement  with  the 
country's  leading,  broadcasting  company,  the  programs  of  "Czechoslovak 
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AGRICULTURAL  BROADCASTING  liJ  CZECHOSLOVAKIA,  C013T ' D 

Agricultural  Broadca°ting"  are  put  on  the  air  at  noon  ana  at  6:00  p.m. 
daily,  wit a  special  programs  on  Sunday;     Much  cf  the  .mate rial  is  pre- 
sented ir-  dialogue  form,  Sad  is  the  first  European  instance  of  using 
that  method.     At  present,  agricultural  material  occupies  %  hours  per 
week  of  the  broadcasting  company Ts  program',     The  increasing  interest  in 
the  agricultural  programs  has  led  "Czechoslovak  Agriculture  Broadcasting" 
to  extend  its  activities  outside  of  Prague  to  the  3  provincial  branches 
of  the  broadcasting  company.     Present  operations • include  simultaneous 
releases  of  the  daily  programs  at  all  four  stations.     Some  time  is  given 
also  to  releases  in  English  and  French,  in  the  interest  of  closer  inter- 
national relations.     By  developing  the  use  of  radio,  "Czechoslovak  Agri- 
cultural Broadcasting"  is  working  to  raise  the  technical  and  cultural 
level  of  the  agricultural  population  and  to  secure  a  larger  and  better 
agriculture  at  reduced  cost. 


INCREASED-  PRODUCTION  CP  AGRICULTURAL  MACHINERY  IN  RUSSIA 

Production  of  agricultural  machinery  in  Soviet  Russia  has  been  in- 
creasing rapidly  in  recent  years,  and  this  year  exceeds  the  pre-war  figure. 
Imports,  which  before  the  war  supplied  half  of  that  country's  total  needs, 
is  decreasing,  according  to  an  unofficial  report  of  August  9,  1927. 

The  sane  endeavors  to  cover  home  needs  are  to  be  seen  with  regard  to 
tractors,  which  until  now  have  been  almost  entirely  imported  from  other 
countries.    Approximately  26,000  tractors  are  said  to  have  been  imported 
into  Russia  since  the  fiscal  year  1923-24,  of  which  the  majority  are  to 
be  found  in  the  Caucasus  and  the  Volga  Districts,    After  unsuccessful  attemp 
in  1919,  advantageous  types  of  tractors  are  stated  to  have  been  constructed, 
although  they  are  reported  to  be  still  much  too  expensive.-  Considerable 
difficulties  are  experienced  in  marketing  the  machinery,     due  to  over-pro- 
duction of  some  types;  implements  not  being  sufficiently  suited  to  the 
farmers'  needs;  poor  quality;  high  prices,  etc. 

In  view  of  the  intimate  relation  between  the  use  of  agricultural 
machinery  and  increased  agricultural  production,  considerable  interest  is 
manifested 'by  Soviet  authorities  in  the  development  of  manufacturing  of 
agricultural  machinery. 
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INDEX  OF  AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS,  AUdrST  1327  • 

The  monthly  index  master  of  agricultural  exports  for  August ,  1927, 
was  .94,  considerably  better  than  the  indices  of  the  two  preceding  -norths  but 
under  that  of  August  1326  when  the  index  was  105.     Cotton,  while  teicw  that 
of  th«  same  month  last  year,  was  higher  than  for  any  August  since  1921. 
"herjt  including  flour  and  cured  pork  showad  the  sharpest  r -cessions .     'Tneat  and 
flour  dropped  from  395  for  August  3926  to  gl3  for  August  3.027  while  bams  and 
t.econ  continued  to  decline,  reaching  58,  a  new  Iot.  record.     There  was  a  season- 
able rise  in  fruits  and  vegetables  and  also  an  increase  over  the  same  month 
a  year  ago.    Tobacco  showed  a  slight  improvement  but  with  the  exception  of 

-  ust  and  October,  1926,  dairy  products  were  lower  than  for  any  month  since 
August  1915.
